SAME AS LAST YEAR 


, The regular meeting of the Munict- 
pality of Montgomery was held in the 
council office on Saturday, April 5. 

All the councillors were present. The 
minutes of the Jast meeting were read 
and adopted on motion of Coun.

After the meeting?.was opened by 
the president, Richard’ Ballhorn, and 
the general business::of the meeting 
disposed of, Mr. H.A.’ Craig, deputy 
minister of agriculture;; was called 
upon and gave a very interesting and 
enlightening address, ‘dwelling upon 
the necessity of breeding up the dairy 
herds, and disposing-:of the animals 
which were just boarders, and in that 
way increasing the-quality and quan- 
tity of the prodiiction:’’ He referred 
to some of hfs obseryations as he 
travelled throughout:;the country, in- 
variably finding that where there was 
only grain grown, the “farmers were 
not prosperous, whiléon’ the other 
hand, where stock. was raised, and 
dairying especially;conducted, the 
people were cheerful’ dnd thrifty. In 
referring to the Alberta butter, the 
department had received letters from 
all forign countries; where the pro- 
duct was shipped, stating that the 
Alberta butter always commanded the 
highest price’ and was’ in great de- 
mand. Mr. Crag. eiiphasized the ad- 
vantages to be derived: from systema- 
tic and varied feeding, both in the 
pasture and in the barn. He also in- 
timated that the government through 
the organizations ‘of:*;the milk and 
cream producers associations propos- 
ed to conduct competitions for boys 
and girls, comprising’‘stuck judging, 
public speaking along’ dairy lines, ete.

LEON LALONDE

One by one the old timers are being 
removed from us by the hand of death. 
On Sunday last, another of the early 
settlers of the Brightview district 
passed out of this life in the person of 
James McCready, at the age of 
seventy-nine years, ten months and 
thirteen days. The late Mr. McCready 
had not been well for some time, 
but no one thought the end so near. 
Paralysis was the direct cause of the 
demise, 

Deceased joined the large immigra- 
tion to the prairie provinces eighteen 
years ago, coming direct from New 
Brunswick to settle on his farm nine 
miles west of Wetaskiwin. He was 
a native of New Brunswick, but at 
an early age went to North Dakota, 
where he lived about twenty-five years 
returning to his native land, Three 
years later he came to Alberta. He was 
of a quiet disposition and was held 
in the highest esteem by all who knew 
him. He leaves to mourn his loss, two 
daughters, Annie and Gertrude, both 
at home, and three sons, namely, .Wil- 
liam of Armstrong, B.C., and John 
and Thomas of the Brightview dis- 
trict, also two sisters and two bro- 
thers in New Brunswick. His wife 
predeceased him about twenty-three 
years ago. 

The funeral took place on Wednes- 
day afternoon, service being held at 
the Presbyterian church, being con- 
ducted by Elder J. J. Reiswig, of La- 
combe, assisted by Rey. J. L. Hlliott 
ILA, B.D. of Wetaskiwin, when 
a large number of the friends as- 
sembled to pay their last respects to 
the departed.

$200,000 From Western 
Bank Robberies Found 


By Provincial Police 


Edmonton, April 4.—Disclosure of 
the greatest coup pulled off in the 
seven years’ existence of tha Alberta 
Provincial Police was made this morn- 
ing by Commissioner .W, C, Bryan, 
following a visit to the city of Assis- 
tant Superintendent Nicholson, who 
has been in the southern part of the 
province and other parts of Canada 
and the United States investigating 
the gigantic bank robberies in the 
west during the past few years. 

As the result of the revelations 
made by “Smiling” Johnny Reid, as 
he has been known in criminal circles, 
and visits by Nicholson and Reid to 
different parts of Montana and Brit- 
ish Columbia, bonds stolen from the 
Union Bank at Foremost, and the 
Royal Bank at Ladner, B.C., to the 
amount of more than $200,000 have 
been recovered intact, and are now 
safely in the hands of the authorities. 

The hiding places for stolen goods 
of the greatest band of yeggmen that 
ever operated in the western part of 
the continent were disclosed to the 
police by Reid, who has made a clean 
breast of al Ithat he knows of these 
robberies. 

While admitting that he had know- 
ledge of the hiding places, where the 
bonds were cached, Reid has never 
admitted his own complicity in the 
robberies, giving the explanation in 
each case that he was present and 
saw the work being done by others. 

Reid, according to Commissioner 
Bryan, has expressed himself as being

A NEW LOCAL INDUSTRY 


|AIM FOR TWELVE 
MONTHS OF HEALTH 


To have a whole year of health, 
| you need but to have it a day at a time 
and to make a day of health you need 
but to watch the details of your living 
program. But watch them in a rea- 
;sonable way without over-anxiety or 
faddishness, It is the habitual doing 
tof things that is important. The habit 
| method is just as powerful for good 


las for ill, and it is not much more dif- ! 


jficult to form right habits than to 
‘form wrong ones. 

Plan your daily schedule so that all 
‘you do will count for health. Study 
| your own needs, in food, exercise and 
rest. Start the day with a wholesome 
mental attitude. Getting up early is 
fine if you went to bed early enough 
the night before. 

A ventilated sleeping room is neces- 
sary. «A window open at top and bot- 
tom, or two windows open, one at the 
top, the other at the bottom, will fur- 
nish the fresh air. Do not sleep in 
draughts. Throw back your bed- 
covers on rising to insure airing the 
bed. A few breathing exercises, with 
arm flinging and chest expansion, will 
be helpful. 

If your employment through the 
day does not give you the needed ex- 
ercise, you may need to do your daily 
dozen now. Bear in mind that exer- 
cise in the open air is always best. 
Plan to get it if possible. Brisk walk- 
ing is a good form and available to 
everybody. Maybe you can get yours 
walking to and from your work. 

A morning shower or sponge bath 
is beneficial to most people. Some 
can take a short, quick plunge. Know 
that you feel a glow of warmth or 
comfort from whatever kind of bath 
you take, or do not take it. You 
should feel invigorated, the blood 
tingling through your whole body. ' 

Get your cleansing bath often 
enough to keep the body clean of the 
body impurities constantly being  el- 
iminated. If these are not removed, 
they are absorbed back into the 
body, and become a health menace. 

Brush your teeth. Guard the mouth 
entrance to the body and you will 
safeguard against many a body dan- 
ger. This means also to keep clean 
fingers, especially for eating. Your 
hands offer ten means of infecting 
yourself, 

Keep your teeth in good order. Ser- 
ious ills result from neglected teeth. 
Defective teeth are known to ve the 
sources of body poisoning. See your 
dentist often enough to keep your 
teeth in first class condition. 

Enjoy your food. First see that it 
is good, wholesome and_ nourishing. 
Kat cnough for your needs, taking 
into consideration age, occupation and 
season, 

Food should be palatable. This does 
not call for rich seasoning, condi- 
ments and spices. The natural flavor 
of food cannot be well improved up- 
on. We like them when we have a 
chance to know them. 

Be sparing in your use of sugar. 
Your liver and kidneys have import- 
ant work to do,‘and can do it if un- 
hindered. Too much sugar entails} 
extra heavy duty on the eliminating 
organs and a heavy health risk. 

Flesh foods also give increased 
work to the liver, kidneys and other 
organs having to do with the care 
and climinations of animal poisons. 
The removal of your own tissue pois- 
ons is a normal task. 

Tat a variety, but not too \much 
variety at the same meal. Be sure to 
get fresh fruit, fresh vegetables and 
milk. 

Kat fruit, nuts, ete. only at meal 
times. Anything eaten between meals 
may upset your digestion.

CONTROL TENT 
CATERPILLARS 


Tent caterpillars do an immense 
amount of damage to many species of 
trees in the prairie provinces. The 
cottonwood, willow and ash are the 
most seriously injured. By stripping 
off the foliage as they frequently do, 
the trees.sre not only made un- 
sightly, but weakened against attacks 
of other insects as well as diseases. 
If the stripping occurs year after year 
the trees are liable to be killed. The 
Dominion entomological branch has 
issued a circular which describes the 
means that may be taken to control 
this insect. Among the measures to 
be taken are the cutting off of egg 
masses from the twigs of the trees. 
This is easily done with long handled 
pruning shears during the spring be- 
fore the leaves are open. After the 
buds are open, trees that are infested 
ought to be sprayed with arsenate of 
lead solution. The formula for mix- 
ing appears in circular No. 19 of the 
department of agriculture. When the, 
caterpillars have devoured the foliage 
of the tree on which they were hatch- 
ed, they migrate in swarms in search 
of other food. At this stage they may 
be destroyed by spraying with kero- 
sene emulsion, the formula for which 
is also described in the circular, 
which may be obtained from the pub- 
lications branch of the department of 
agriculture at Ottawa. To protect the 
trees against infestation by migrating 
caterpillars, the trunk should be 
wrapped about with a sticky band 
four inches wide. These bands give 
better results if kept fresh and 
closely guarded against clogging and 
drying. Views of the eggs, caterpil- 
lars, cocoons and the mature moth, 
as well as spraying machines, are {il- 
lustrated in the pamphlet.

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Education Department 
Conducts Big Business 


The scope of activities in the de- 
partment of education in the province 
of Alberta attain astonishing magni- 
tude to the enquirer. An investment 
of nearly nineteen million dollars; the 
operation of twenty-nine hundred and 
ninety-five schools containing. forty- 
seven hundred and twenty-nine rooms, 
an attendance of one hundred arid for- 
ty eight thousand and firty-five pupils, 
and the employment of five thousand, 
six hundred and seventy-nine teach- 
ers. The expenditure of more than 
twelve million dollars in capital ac- 
count, salaries, upkeep, etc. in 1923. 

The university was placed in Class 
A by the Rockefeller Institute when 
‘granting five hundred thousand dol- 
lars for the upkeep ‘of the medical 
school. The attendance is about thir- 
teen hundred and the buildings are 
modern and the location beautiful. 
The staff compare favorably with the 
best schools in the east and their ac- 
tivities in various educational lines 
have resulted in many grants for fur- 


ther research work from the Rocke. 


feller Institute, the Research Council 
of Canada, the Air Research Commit- 
tee and the Rockefeller Foundation, 
In the department of animal husban- 
dry, prizes for stock have been taken 
in various shows all over the Ameri- 
can continent and a new four year 
course has been instituted that leads 
to a degree of B.Sc. 

The capital investment: in the uni- 
versity is over four millions and the 
amount voted for its upkeep in 1923 
was $654,530.00. 

There are two normal schools. in 
the province, one at Calgary with an 
attendance of about 400, and the other 
at Camrose with 229 students. These 
provide for the wastage of teachers 
caused by resignations, opening of 
new schools, etc. The normal wast- 
age is about six hundred per year. 
Normal training last about eight 
months and three grades of certifi- 
cates are granted. Graduates of uni- 
versities receive an academic train- 
ing, grade 12 s‘udents receive first 
class certificates and grade 11 second 
class. High school teachers are near- 
ly all university graduates. A unique 
feature of the normal training is the 
number of students, who after “some 
experience in teaching, take up uni- 
versity courses, 

There is one technical school in the 
province located at Calgary with an 
attendance of about six hundred. 

In addition to the regularly organ- 
ized high schools in the cities and the 
larger towns, every ‘consolidated, vil- 
lage and two roomed school offers 
high school training to the end of 
grade ten, and a large number of one 
room schools give the work to the 
end of grade nine. Over 9 per cent 
of the total enrollment of pupils are 
in high school and the percentage is 
increasing steadily. Many children 
who leave at the end of the compul- 
sory age return later to take up more 
advanced work. 

In spite of decreased population the 
attendance of school children increas- 
ed over six thousand in the pad year 
and the average length of the school 
year was 187 days. In spite of the 
hard times only 37 schools affecting 
410 pupils were closed for lack of 
funds and 26 new schools were organ- 
ized. 51 per cent of pupils attended 
over 160 days and the average  at- 
tendance for the :nonth was 86.42 per 
cent, which is a record. 

The finishing age of grade eight is 
lowering each year and the tendency 
to receive more education is increas- 
ing. The flexibility of the promotion 
system permits children with particu- 
lar ability to forge «ahead rapidly. 
Where no school districts exist the 
minister of education has instituted a 
correspondence course which 156 chil- 
dren ‘ranging from six to twenty-one 
years are taking advantage of. Mr, 
McNally, supervisor of schools, sets 
the lessons and advise and _ correc: 
tions are sent by a qualified teacher. 

There are twenty-one private schools 
in the province with an attendance of 
2005 all under government inspection 
and following courses set by the de- 
partment in addition to their special 
subjects. 

An interesting feature of the financ- 
ing of schools is that the bond hold- 
ers have never lost a cent and only 
ten per cent of the debenture money 
due is in-arrears. The province is not 
responsible for payment but has been 
doing so and collecting from the dis- 
tricts afterwards. 

The amount expended in teachers’ 
salaries in 1922 was $5,428,826.20, The 
number of school districts are 3388. 
The value of school buildings and lib- 
varies $18,773,593.79. Excess of as- 
sets over liabilities $13,294,175.25.

|THE NEW COMMERCIAL 


CHANGE IN CANADA 


The first twenty years of the pre- 
sent century has witnessed a striking 
change in the character of Canada, 
commercially and industrailly. The 
most important of these is undoubt- 
edly the opening up of the wheat 
lands of the -prairie provinces, says 
the Natural Resources Intelligence 
Service of the department of the in- 
terior. 

Nearly three centuries were re- 
quired to build up the magnificent 
farming communities of eastern Can- 
ada, but as late as 1900 hardly more 
than the advance guard of agriculture 
had crossed the threshold of the west- 
ern plains. 

Twenty-five years ago neither Sas- 
katchewan nor Alberta could muster 
100,000 people all told. Commercially, 
in their contribution to the business | 
of the country they were perhaps | 
equivalent to less than half a dozen of 
Ontario’s forty-odd ‘counties. Today 
their production furnishes the life- 
blood to a huge proportion of Cana- 
dian enterprise. Western prosperity 
has become a barometer for business 
throughout the dominion. The west- 
ern wheat crop is of vital concern to 
business enterprise from Halifax to 
Vancouver. No other item of Cana- 
dian production is watched with any- 
thing like the degree of national in- 
terest that is centred upon the pro- 
gress of the crops of the prairies 
from the time they are sown until 
they are reaped. Governments, rail-! 
ways, financial institutions, manufac- 
turers and wholesalers, business in- 
terests of all kinds, large and small, 
share directly or indirectly in the! 
boon of a good harvest, or in the dis- 
appointment of a meagre one. The 
eagerness with which the crop esti- 
mates are received in every industrial 
and commercial centre of the domin- 
fon is perhaps the most convincing 
testimony to the manner in which the 
agricultural west has shifted ee | 
whole outlook of Canadian business. 

It is not only in the temporary fluc- 
tuations of current Lusiness in the 
distributing cities of the west itself or 
in the industrial and financial centres 
of the east or in its effect upon rail- 
way traffic and earnings from coast 
to coast that the pulsating power of 
western farm output asserts ifs]f as 
a chief “prime mover’ of Canada’s 
economic machine. ‘fhe western farm! 
wields an influence far beyond the 
yearly variations of trade. Tt is the 
constructive force behind the build- 
ing up of huge additions to the coun: 
try’s permanent industrial assets.

Lumbering has been long a great in- 
dustry in the magnificert forests of 
Nova Scotia, New Brunswick, Quebec, 
Ontario and British Columbia. Min- 
ing, from Cape Breton to the Yukon, 
produces a large and steady annual re- 
turn. The renowned fisheries of the 
Atlantic and Pacific coasts and of in- 
numerable inland waters employ tens 
of thousands of people and support a 
far flung trade. But it gives some 
conception of the change that has 
been wrought in the commercial char- 
acter of the Dominion to realize that 
the total annual product of solid de- 
velopment—all of the lumber cut in 
the whole of Canada in a year, plus 
all of the fish landed and marketed; 
plus, again, all of the gold, silver, nic- 
kel, copper and other wealth produc- 
ed from Canadian mines—all of these 
lumped together do not equal in value 
the farm output produced each year 
in the prairie provinces which 20 or 
25 years ago, was hardly on a par 
with a half dozen Ontario counties. 

Thus, in considerably less than one 
generation, there has been injected 


iinto the economic life of. the Domin- 


ion a huge producing and consuming 
area, So big that the Canada of 1900 
presents few features at all compar- 
able with it.

CAREFUL WATCHING IN THE 
SOUTHERN PART OF PROV. 


Speaking recently on the subject. ofl 


the grasshopper pest which so serious- 
ly threatened the province, Professor 
Strickland of the university of Alber- 
ta, said in a recent address that while 
the southern part of the province need- 
ed careful watching, the pest was un- 
der control. Grasshoppers multiply ' 
with almost unbelieveable rapidity, 
the increase under favorable cordi 
tions from one insect being three- 
quarters of a million in four years. 
The need for vigilance need not be 
further emphasized. The hoppers 
have natural enemies in the form of 
other insects that prey upon them and 
are calculated to destroy about 96 per 
cent.
